CCENE IN THE COURT ROOM WHEN THE 
‘VERDICTS WERE READ. 


Heinte’s Mother and Sister Give Way to 
Thoir Feelings and the Prisoner Him- 
self Shed Tears—Kaiser Receives the 
Verdict Without Visible Emotion— 
MoDonnell Declares the Other Two Are 
as Innocent as He— History of the 
Robbery and Murder. 


It was 10:30 o’clock this morning when 
Judge Edmunds opened court. The court- 
room hed commenced to fill up an hour be- 
tore, and when the Judge saiaG, Mr. Sheriff, 
you may open court, there was not a vacant 
space outside the rail. Inside,attorneys and 
others who had watched the case 
with great interest, stood around 
and made bets of cigars and 
hats onthe verdict. Heinze’s mother and 
sister came into court and took their accus- 
tomed places back of the prisoners. Yrs. 
Kaiser was not present. McDonnell’s father 
passed nervously up and down the court- 
room watching the clock now and then 
counting the minutes until the verdict that 
was to give him back his son or condemn him 
to death should be ready. McDonnell’s 
mother was not present, having 
broken down yesterday afternoon when 
her son’s alibi was proven. The brothers of 
the murdered man, Brown, who have been 
silent spectators of the trial from the start, 
were absent. ; 

When the prisoners were brought in the 
jury announced that they had reached a ver- 
dict, and everybody held his breath. McDon- 
nell looked a little nervous, but was smiling, 
conscious that be would be acquitted. 
Heinze and Kaiser sat with closed 
mouths while the Judge ordered the 
the Clerk to read the verdicts.

Just as the clerk started to read the verdict, 
Deputy Sheriff Tom Culkin stepped tothe 
rail separating the audience from the space 
reserved for officers of the court and said: 
**The court desires it to be known that any 
expression of feeling over these verdicts will 
be treated as contempt of court and the 
offender punished.’’ A half dozen deputy 
sheriffs were then stationed at different 
points in the audience and Judge Edmunds 
gaid: Proceed, Mr. Clork.’’ 
THE VERDICTS READ. 

The frst verdict read was that of McDon- 
nell: 

We, the jury, find Charies McDonnell! not guilty. 

McDonnell’s father was seated about 12 
feet from nis son, and as the verdict was an- 
pounced made a movement toward the son. 
A deputy sheriff laid a band on bis shoulder 
and said: Not yet, wait a minute.“ Me- 
Donnell’s face never moved. His eyes shone 
@ little brighter, and when he caught sight of 
his father he smiléad_and a tear rolled down 
his cheek.

Not a muscle of Kaiser's face moved and it 
had no apparent effect on him. The verdict 
was something of a surprise to nearly every- 
body in the court, as it was thought that 
when McDonnell’s innocence had been 80 
clearly established and he was acquitted, it 
was acquittal all around. 

AN AFFECTING SCENE. 

Heinze’s mother, who had taken hope on 
hearing the verdict in McDonnell’s case, 
gave a start and trembled all over. 
Her daughter then clasped her hand and 
the pair presented a scene never 
to be forgotten. Heinze himself set his lips, 
the muscles in his jaw and lower lips 
twitched convulsively and he turned to look 
into the stolid, vacant stare of Kaiser. The

The jury inthe case was composed of the 
following gentlemen: Henry ©, Gilbert, 
August W. Hobien, Herman Blohm, Herman

Fritsche, Isaac H. Keefer, William H. Lewis, 
George H. Gorman, Henry D. Mears, Waller 
Murch and Thomas S. Nash; the last named 
was foreman. 

THE STATE’S TESTIMONY IN REBUTTAL. 

The testimony for the defense in the Brown 
case closed with the witness Dr. Uassily, 
whose testimony was reported in yesterday’s 
PoOsT-DISPATCA. li was then Pollock and the 
testimony for the State in rebut- 
tal was introduced by the prose- 


cution. Officers King and Kelleher 
were recalled and testified asto the exam- 
ination ofthe prisoners at the station-house 
and in regard to statements made by Kagan 
and other witnesses for the defense, who 
said at the time they were questioned by the 

lice that they had not seen any of the de- 
endants at the hours they claimed 
to have seen them when put 
on the stand. Saloonkeeper Volk was 
placed upon the stand, and testified that he 
was not in the saloon at 9:45, as was claimed 
by various witnesses for the defense. 

The State then closed and the defense 
waived the right to open arguments. 
Circuit Attorney Zachritz opened for 
the State at 6 o’clock and spoke 
for twenty-five minutes. Mr. Zachrits 
reviewed the position ofthe electric lights 
and the history ofthe murder, showing the 
character of it, and making a plea for the 
conviction of all three men upon the evi- 
dence and the identification of the witnesses. 

Judge Krum then opened for the defense 
and held forth for an hour and a half aud at 
8.10 p. m. Judge Edmunds announced a re- 
cesauntil9 o’clock. At9 o’clock Marshall 
McDonald closed forthe State, speaking un- 
tII 1080 p. m. The case was then given to 
the Jury, Judge Edmunds instructing that 
they might find one, two orall guilty or find 
one, two or all innocent, as they believed 
the testimony warranted. It was 11 o'clock 
when the Sheriff took the jury from the court 
and put them in their room. 


THE KILLING OF BROWN. 

The crime for which Heinze and Kaiser 
were convicted was one of the most brutal in 
the history of the town. On the night of 
March 2 last Edwin E. Brown, a wealthy 
stockman, living at3li9 Morgan street, left 


home about 8 o’clock and took a walkas far 
as Twenty-eighth streetand Franklin ave- 
nue. Aiter seeing afew friends he started 
home about 9:45, walking leisurely alon 
Franklin avenue. When near Garrison, a 
the side of the Niedinghaus residence on 
Franklin avenue he was attacked by foot 
pads,one of whom grabbed his watch. Brown 
struggled with them when the three of them 
commenced to beat, choke and kick him 
while he was down. One of the trio, just as 
they were leaving him, gave him a parting 
kick in the abddomen, which caused his 
death, rupturing his intestines, Pass- 
ers-by rushed to him while he was 
bein beaten up and assisted him 
to his home, where he died in less than 
thirty minutes after. The police offered a 
reward for the arrestand conviction of his 
assaliants, and the brothers of the dead man 
offered an additional reward of $1,000. Several 
8 witnessed the assault and on March 7 
ake Heinze, Henry Kaiser and Charles Me- 
Donald were arrested by the police on 
descriptions furnished by people who had 
seen it. Iwo of the men arrested were 
identified by two colored women servants in 
West End households, they, however, could 
not identify McDonald. 4 third colored 
woman identified all three; alibi« were 
claimed by allthree men. McDonnell’s alibi 
was, however, complete, and proved beyond 
the question of a doubt that he wasinno 
way concerned in it, having been a half mile 
away when the assault was committed. The 
allbis of the other two men were rather 
weak and witnesses testified to having 
seen them together near the sceneof the 
murder near that hovr. Heinze also made 
statements admitting he had done up one 
man that night and would do up another.’’ 

The acquittal of McDonnell was expected 
by the prosecution, his indictment being a 
mistake,

A HALT. 
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England and China Stand in the 
Way of France. 


Serious Obstacles Met in Her Plans of 
Siamese Conquest. 


BUT THE FRENCH PEOPLE ARE CLAMOR- 
OUS FOR WAR 


The Ministry Too Weak to Meet the 
Crisis—Driven Into a Position From 
Which They Can Hardly Recede—The 
Situation at Bangkok—French Ships 
Leave the Menam—Armies and Navies. 


PARIS. July 26.—At last France reajizes that 
in her conquest of Siam she will have to face 
China and England. This accounts forthe 
hesitation which ts shown by the ministry in 
talling to promptly declare a blocakde of 
Siamese ports. If the last advices. from 
Bangkok are authentic, the French Minister, 
M. Paive, has withdrawn from the Siamese 
Capital, and the French warships which were 
ying in the Menam in front of that city have 
retired to the Gulf of Slam, probably to the 
island of Kong, which France has secured 
and now uses as a naval station. Had France 
Siam alone to contend with it 
is probable that the notice to 
the Powers of Europe declaring a 
blockade would have been issued ere this, 
and possibly the bombardment of Bangkok 
would have followed the refusal of th 
Siamese to grant the concessions demanded 
in the ultimatum of Thursday last. 

But Englandand China have called the at - 
tention of France to the fact that their 
Governments have interests in Siam that 
are trenched upon by the French demands. 
The Marquis of Dufferin has shown M. De 
Ville, French Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
that the region south of the twenty-third 
parallel, to which France wants toextend 
her territory in Siam, includes the provinces 
ceded by Great Britain to Siam after the 
Burmese war, and to which Siam is clear- 
ly entitled by the treaty entered into at that 
time. China contends that a part of the 
provinces which France propeses to seize 
are Chinese possessions,and dojnot belong to 
Siam, 

The precise terms of the protests which 
China and England have entered have not 
been made public, but the substance, it is 
believed, is contained in the facts here 
stated. 

Lord Dufferin, the British Ambassador to 
France and the French Foreign Minister are 
in consultation to-day. 


Commons of the Siamese affair, when 
Sir Edward Gray, speaking for the En- 
glish Government in reply toa parliamentary 
inguiry, stated that the declaration or a 
blockade of Siamese ports In effect meant a 
declaration of war against that country, has 
increased the gravity of the situation. 
Meanwhile the pressand people of Paris 
are clamorous for the Government to uphold 
the dignity of France, even if it embrolls the 
nation in a war with both England and 
China. 

In the present temper of the people and 
weakness of the Ministry, it is not improb- 
able that France may be driven into a posi- 
tion from which she cannot recede, anda 
waras causeless as that which closed with 
Sedan be the consequence, 


FIGHTING FURCES. 


The Army and Navy France Can Send 
Against an Enemy. 

The French army has 2,500 000 men on its 
rolls. It is divided into 144 regiments of the 
line, each consisting of four battalions of four 
companies; thirty battalions of chasseurs a 
pied, each of four companies; four regiments 
of zouaves, four of tirailleurs and four of 
light infantry. In addition she has twelve 
cavalry regiments of culrassiers, twenty-six 
of dragoons, twenty of chasseurs. twelve of 
hussars, thirty-eight regiments of artillery, 


and all other appliances connected with that 
armofthe service, engineers, pontonniers 
and workmen, besides sixteen Dattalions 
of foot artillery. This immense force 
is kept in constant drill. By a law 
enacted in 1872 every Frenchman must 
personally render military service. Under 
this law substitution and enlistment for 
money were forbidden and eve citizen of 
France from the age of 20 to , unless de- 


.| Clared by competent authority unfit for mil- 


itary service, was obliged to enter the active 
army or the reserves. It was further decreed 
that he must be enrolled for five years in the 
active army, five years in the territorial 
army and six years in the reserve of the ter- 
ritorial army. 

These vast forces are armed with the very 
latest pattern of guns, Dreech loading, ra pid 
— * machine and magazine and smokeless 
powder and the French secret explosive, 
melinite, Will come into play if war is de- 
clared. 

Her navy consists of 878 ships, Manned by 
72,198 sallors and marines. Amon these 
floating engines of war are some of the finest 
fighting ships in the world, strongly armored 
and equipped with the best guns made. 
Among her invincibles are the Marengo, six- 
teen guns, and the Marceau, twenty-one 
guns, Doth clad with elghteen inen armor. 

As England and Russia may each playa 

rt in the settlement ofthe dispute with 
lam, acomparison of their navies is of in- 
tere The naval forces of the Ozar consist 
of 36 vessels of the first rate, 48 of the second 
rate, 88 of the third rate and of the fourth 
rate, or 192 vessels of all kinds, At the 
beginning of 1891 the British Navy consisted 
of 62 armored vessels, including battleships; 
29 protected crujsers and 282 unprotecte 
cruisers, or 878 vessels of all classes. Within 
the past two years England has completed 
16 armored vessels, 59 protected cruisers and 
64 unprotected cruisers, making a total of 
501 war vessels in all. The personnel of the 
British 13 consists of 68,000 men in active 
service, while the force of seamen and 
marines in the Russian Navy foots a total of 


,600 only. 

Unina's navy compares favorably witb that 
of any European wer. She does not now 
rely uponthe old-fashioned junk in naval 
contests. Her ship-yard at Foochow is mod- 
ern in all respeets. It is supplied with docks, 
roiling milis, machine shops and, in fact, 
all the appliances for naval construc- 
tion and repair. During the last half 
dozen years it has been turning out 
war vessels Of various sorts and sizes. 
The most powerful war cruisers in the Chi. 
nese fleet were, however, built abroad. 
English yards furnished her with a fleet of 
gun ts of about 1, tons displacement 
each. Then she contracted with the Vulcan 
Shipbuilding Co. at Stettin for two steel 

re having a speed of about fifteen knots 
and carrying two S-incb and eight 4%-inch 
Armstrong guns. But more important were 
the vesse built for her by the Stettin 
Works, called the Ting- Yuen and Chen- Yuen.

Dispatches to Gov. Levelling Indicate a 
‘More Peaceful Condition. 


TOPEKA, Kan., July -—Dispatches re- 
celved by Gov. Lewelll! indicate a more 
peaceful condition of thifgs in the Cherokee 
strike district, and he ismow hopefulthat he 
will not be called upon send troops to the 
scene of the strike. 

At Weir City td- day 15¢ negroes are at work 
in Keith & Perry’s mineand others will com- 
mence to-morrow. Fourteen of the imported 
negroes left the stockade. last night and this 
morning. The negroes claimed they had 
been deceived, and enid that once they were 


behind the stockadesthey were held against 
their will.

nvite the miners to join them. The Execu- 
tive Committee of tie strikers met the Sheriff 
this morning and pmmised to prevent vio- 
lence.

OUT OF THE USUAL LINE, 

TOPEKA, July 26.—The report of Lieut.- 
Gov. Daniels to Gov, Lewelling onthe strike 
situation in the coal mining district is a 
rather remarkable document. The Lieu- 
tenant Governor is Major General of the 
State Militia. He was sent into the disturbed 
region by the Governor to view the situation 


and report what action in his judgment the 
executive should take. In his report sub- 
mitted yesterday after reciting the cause of 
the contention between the mine owners and 
their operatives; and advising that State 
troops be placed in readiness to go to the 
scene and preserve the peace, Maj. Gen. 
Percy Daniels closes bis report as follows: 

Noone realizes more fully than yourself that our 
laws are the only expression we have of the judg- 
ment of a majority of our Deople, and their enforce- 
ment cannot be left to the caprice or dependent 
upon the sympathy of any individual or executive 
or administration.

THE PANIC IS OVER. 


Banking Business at Milwaukee Re- 
sumes Its Normal Condition. 


AFFAIRS OF THE FIRE AND MARINE 
INSURANCE cos BANK. 


Its Precautions to Prevent the Disaster 
of Yesterday—Indignation at Phila- 
delphia Over False Reports Sent Out 
From New York-—Echo of Benjamin’s 
Failure—Business Troubles. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 26.—The bank panic 
in this city is over. To-day there is not the 
slightest tendency toward a run on any of 
the local banks. The crowds that stood 
around the various banking houses have dis- 
persed and business at the paying  teller’s 
window has resumed its normal condition. 
The men in charge of the affairs 
of the several failed banks 
a engaged in preparing statements, but 

onewlll be completed for several days. 

The greatest interest centersin the affairs 
of the Milwaukee Fire and Marine Insurance 
Co. Bank. It is stated the night before the 
dank closed the sum of $5,844,000 was due de- 
positors, a decrease since July 1 of $2,026,000, 
the last named sum representing the amount 
drawn out during the run and the few days 
prior thereto. The bank held $108,000 in cash 
when the doors closed. The bank raised 
$450,000 on securities after July 1, and shortly 
prior thereto had borrowed $500,000 in the 
same manner.

HEALTH COMMISSIONER HOMAN AND 
THE USE OF THE QUARANTINE. 


Osly an Order From the Mayor Will Stop 
the Transfer cf the Poor-House Folks 
to the Unused Station — Gin Grass 
Creek Connected With ths Ferry Street 
Sewer—New Water-Works Furnaces. - 


It was supposed that the work of removing 
several hundred paupers from the Poor- 
house to Quarantine Hospital was abandoned 
when Oity Counselor Marshal’s adverse 
opinion on the question was sub- 
mitted to Mayor Walbridge and 
by the latter official referred 
to Health Commissioner omah. Prepara- 
tions are being made, however, for the re- 
ceptionof the paupers at the Quarantine 
Hospital, despite the adverse opinion. 
Health Commissioner Homan does not con- 
sider the City Counselor’s opinion, without 
Mayor Walbridge’s approval, sufficient to 
stop the proceeding. He said this morning 
that Mayor Walbdridge had given his consent 
to the scheme and had not revoked It. 

When the Mayor was informed this morn- 
ing that preparations were being made to 
move the paupers, he looked a little sur- 
prised and intimated that he was not in 
favor of the contemplated change. He con- 
cluded also to look into the matter to-day 
and will probably notify the Health Com- 
missioner to abandon the project. 

The object of the proposed change has 
created considerable uneasiness among those 
who reside in the vicinity of the City Hospital. 
It is taken for granted that Quarentine 
Hospital is toofar removed in caseof an

MANY EILLED AND MORE THAN THRER

Four Hundred Houses Completely Blown 
to Splinters-The Shock Shattered 
Many Buildings on the Opposite Side 
of the Dividing Stream—Young Women 
Drowned—Casualties. 


Saw Francisco, Cal., July 26.—Advices 
from Hong Kong give details of a terrific 
powder explosion at the Government powder 
magazine at Canton on June 24. which killed 
many, injured over 300 people and wrecked 
400 houses in the Sam Unli district, in which 
the magazine stands.

A HIGHLY SATISFACTORY REPORT! 


People passing the corner of Ninth and Olive 
streets last week were surpised by a display 
of numerous fags.

SUBSTITUTES FOR MONEY. 

A correspondent suggests that by ceasing 
to coin either metal and by simply issuing 
Treasury certificates entitling the holder 
to so many ounces of gold or silver deposit- 
ed in the Treasury, Congress could easily 
settle the money question. He would not 
make the certificates a legal tender, but 
thinks they would circulate freely at the 
market price of the respective money 
metals, and thus serve as a satisfactory 
substitute for money, at the same time 
rendering every ounce of both gold and 
silver available as an instrument of ex- 
change. 

Warehouse receipts for other commodi- 
ties, such as wheat, cotton, etc., are 
already available as instruments of ex- 
change, and, to that extent, as substi- 
tutes formoney. Doubtless Treasury cer- 
tificates, good for the precious metals and 
insuring their weight and fineness, would 
be still more available and current at 
home, and could be used in settling for- 
eign balances which have to be paid ac- 
cording to bullion value anyhow, our 
coins not being a legal tender in Europe. 

But without money—legal tender money 
or something convertible into it on de- 
mand—our internal trade would be exposed 
to and checked by the uncertainties and 
confusion of a barter basis. Commodity 
values vary with supply and demand, or 
with the season, and warehouse receipts 
would vary with them. A stable, un- 
varying standard or measure of all com- 
modity values and debt payments, or the 
nearest attainable approximation to it, is 
demanded by the commercial world 
as indispensable to its operations. 
Warehouse receipts, bills of ex- 
change and paper credits of various 
sorts are already the instru- 
ments by which most of our exchanges are 
facilitated, but their valueand utility for 
this purpose are based upon a legal tender 
money standard. Deprive them of that 
basis or make that basis uncertain, and 
their utility is greatly impaired or utterly 
destroyed. 

The varying bullion values of our two 
kinds of coined dollars abroad, while they 
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in the light of accurate knowledge, 
but no commissioner’s report is needed to 
show the folly of annexation. Since 
President Harrison tried to rush annexa- 
tion through on a wave of jingoism the 
American people have had time to delib- 
erate on the subject, and this deliberation 
is fatal tothe scheme. It has convinced 
them that they will lose more than they 
will gain by assuming responsibility for 
a pocketbook revolution, and undertaking 
to govern and assimilate a horde of mon- 
grels several thousand miles away. They 
recognize now the danger of a scheme of 
Imperial acquisition with the possibilities 
of foreign entanglements, cost and corrup- 
tion itinvolves. Annexation is dead. 
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AN ADMIRABLE SELECTION. 


Gov. Markham of California is to be con- 
gratulated upon the excellent judgment in 
selecting the Hon. George C. Perkins as 
the successor of the late Senator Stanford. 

Judged by the Stanford standard Mr. 
Perkins does not fully reach the mark. It 
was not to be expected that the Governor 
would perfectly fill the vacancy. Mr, 
Stanford was an exceptionally rich man. 
He belonged to the highest ranks of 
railroad nabobs. His corporation interests 
were large and varied. Mr. Perkins is not 
as rich as Mr. Stanford was, but he is rich 
enough forall practical purposes. He is 
several times a millionaire and is able to 
contribute a handsome sum to the Repub- 
lican campaign fund. His corporation in- 
terests are not as extensive as were those 
of the late Senator, but they are sufficient 
to make him a stanch friend of corpo- 
rations. He controls the Pacific Coast 
steamship monopoly and is the agent of 
the Union Pacific Steamship Co. He can 
take a high place in the millionaires’ club 
and the corporations may trust him to do 
the right thing. 

It is doubtful if the California Legisla- 
ture, with its unusual opportunities to 
test a man’s generosity and resources and 
to discover his corporation standing, 
would have made a better selection, Per- 
haps the people might have selected a man 
with more knowledge of statesmanship 
and ability asa political leader; but why 
mention the people of California? They 
have no voice in the affair. The tradi- 
tional qualifications of a California Sena- 
tor are ability to sign checks and willing- 
ness to let the corporations do as they 
please.
